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The Examiner rejected claims 1 6 and 20 under 35 USC 1 02(b) as 
being anticipated by Bossaert (US 4,551.679). referring to col. 2. lines 60 to 63. 

Bossaert is concerned such a method of tomographic scanning of an 
object by nuciear magnetic resonance (NMR) by producing an NMR phenomenon in 
the atoms of a selected eiement of the object which is placed in a directed magnefc 
f,e.d The characteristics of the rotating magnetic field radiated by the atoms are 
determiend in order to deduce therefrom a representation of their distribute w,th,n 
the object. 

The present invention does not involve any application of a magnetic 
field to induce a NMR phenomenon. The present invention simply dete^

According*, it is submitted that claims 16 and 20 are no, anticipated by

The Examiner relacted claims 16 ,c 18 and 20 under 35 USC 102(b) 
as bein 9 anticipated by Manabu (JP 4,238,810). referring to the Abstract. 

A, described in the Abstract, the magnetic field produced by the 
sam p,e 5 is in/uldC eiectnc charge. As discussed above, the electtomagnehc 

hct9nre There ts no disclosure or suggest.on in Manabu of sucn a 

electromagnetic field. 

Accordingly, it is submitted the, claims 1 « i to 18 
a „«pa,ed by Manabu and hence me rejection themo, under 35 USC 102(b) 
being an,,c, P a,ed by ttre reference, should be rrtftkwn. 
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The Examiner rejected claims 16 and 20 under 35 USC 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Lee et al (US 5,338,687). 

Lee et al is concerned with detection of labels applied to biological 
materials using nuclear magnetic resonance (NMR) applied to NMR-sensitive 
isotope. Again, an external field is applied to the substance. As discussed above, 
this is not part of the present invention. 

Accordingly, it is submitted that claims 1 6 and 20 are not anticipated by 
Lee et a. and hence the rejection of claims 16 and 20 under 35 USC 102(c) as being 
anticipated by the reference, should be withdrawn. 

The Examiner rejected claims 17 to 19 under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable ovar Lee et al. The Examiner indicated that the Lee et a. reference 
disclose substantially the same invention, except for the specific features of .aims 
7 to 19. but considered it obvious to modify Lee. As indicated above. Lee et a, doe 
not disclose the same invention as claimed in claim 1 6 and hence rt Is subm.tted that 
Cairns 17 to 19. dependent on claim 16. are not obviousness from Lee al. 

According, it is submitted that the rejection of claims 17 to 19 under 
35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee et al. should be withdrawn. 

The Examiner rejected claims 16 to 18 and 20 on the ground I of ^on- 
statutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over US Patent 
6 150 812 Submitted herewith is a Terminal Disclaimer, d.scla.m.ng the term of
